Dear Fred: 


I appreciate having the opportunity to see your new building. It 
is not only handsome but a very workable building. You have given the 
community something of which it is and can be proud. I mentioned to you that 
the taxi driver who brought me in from the airport pronounced it the hand- 
somest building in Fort Wayne. 


The policy of large well stocked branches which you are adopting is, 
in my opinion, a sound one. We agree that the volume of material available 
today and the varied needs of present library users make small neighborhood 
branches totally inadequate. When we began our program of larger, more widely 
Spaced branches, one of our Board members who was familiar with the Kroger 
operation called attention to that grocery chain's experience. Relying on 
the mobility of people today they eliminated all of their neighborhood stores 
and replaced them with larger, more widely spaced units. Parking is the key 
to the successful operation of such installations. The two locations which 
we viewed will, I think afford excellent sites for the development of two 
highly used branch libraries. 


The existing building on Hobson just off By-pass 30 should convert 
into an efficient building with a minimum of alteration. The removal of the 
partitions will give clear space, easily supervised and with a maximum of 
flexibility. I think we neglected to ask if the upper floor would sustain 
book loads (150 lbs per square) I presume it will since there is a good bit 
of equipment around. The upper floor entrance foyer may be a bit tight for 
lending operations but this, I feel can be worked out. Or it would be possible 
to place all book returns on the lower level. All-in-all I thought the building 
a handsome and useable building. Our latest branch construction costs have 
been running between $25 and $30 per square foot which would indicate what a 
building would cost if newly erected.

The mill site offers several advantages. It is a prominent 
corner with a vista across the river. The location on Fairfield Avenue 
gives it easy access both to those traveling into and out of downtown. 
Paulding and Tillman offer good crosstown streets and, of course, the 
nearby bridge across the St. Mary's River makes the branch available to 
the residential area across that stream. Not the least of the advantages, 
I gather, is the unlikelihood of zoning difficulties. 


It is conceivable that in the future you may need an additional 
branch in the Southeast quadrant. However, I would consider a three to 
four mile separation a minimum. The ALA standards suggest 15 minutes driving 
time. I really find mileage easier to use. Your use of bookmobiles for 
city service should fill in for any requested neighborhood outlets. 


John Diehl is going to be hard to please now that he has used 
your genealogical collection. I should have kept him away from your library.

Mr. Reynolds next asked the Board to grant an extra two weeks paid 
vacation to Steven Fortriede, Carol Carey, Ronald Bean and William Crane, 
and to increase their monthly salaries by $25.00 per month on their return 
from summer school. Mrs. Knoblauch moved the approval, seconded by Mr. Meyer 
and passed unanimously. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's opinion relative to the decision of the 
Attorney General's office to enter a suit against various publishers. By 
consent the Board agreed with the Librarian to disregard it. 


Mr. Reynolds next informed the Board of his agreement with Mr. Cyrus 
Cooper to rent a part of the lot at 627 West Wayne for $60.00 per month. By 
consent the Board concurred with the Librarian's action in renting the back 
part of one lot on West Wayne for $60.00 a month to Cyrus Cooper. 


A discussion on the Dinnen property and branch sites was next. 
Mr. Reynolds asked the Board about selling the folding chairs that were 


used in the old library. The Board authorized Mr. Reynolds to get an offer 
for the chairs. 
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Approval of the bills from the operating fund in the amount of 
$48,928.22, electric current bill in the amount of $2,663.37; Library 
Improvement Reserve Fund bills in the amount of $5,317.74; Writing Project 
Fund bills in the amount of $1,002.84; and Library Services Construction Act 
Fund bills in the amount of $22.50 was the last item on the agenda. Mrs. 
Knoblauch moved the bills be approved for payment, seconded by Mr. Meyer and 
passed unanimously. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

There is a likelihood that fixed prices may have been charged and col- 
lusive bids may have been submitted to public school districts and 
public libraries in our state as a result of this conspiracy. In conse- 
quence, we have prepared a suit on behalf of the State of Indiana and 
its agencies and have joined in that suit public school districts and 
public libraries of our state as classes of public purchasers, seeking 
treble damages under the federal antitrust laws. 


We propose to proceed in this connection as a public service to collect 
for and on behalf of the State, its agencies and school districts and 
public libraries entirely without cost or expense to them.

Re: Joint Branch Libraries 
Gentlemen: 


You have asked my opinion as to whether Fort Wayne 
Public Library and Allen County Contractual Public Libary 
could jointly establish and pay for joint branch libraries 
outside of the city limits. In my opinion they could. 


We must, of course, bear in mind that, although the 
membership of your two boards is overlapping, the library 
districts are not. Neither board has any authority to op- 
erate outside of its district or to buy land or build 
buildings outside of its district. 


A further question arises from ambiguity in the Public 
Library Law of 1947 and its amendments as to the peculiar 
nature of a "contractual public library". There is language 
to the effect that it exists solely for the purpose of con- 
tracting for services from a "consenting" library. This 
limited concept of a contractual public library is strength- 
ened by the composition of its board, which is numerically 
dominated by members from the consenting district, which is 
outside of and separate from the contractual district. 


In my opinion, however, we may rely on the following 
express provisions of Section 10 of the Public Library Law of 
1947: 
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(Joint Branch 
5/16/69 -2- Libraries) 


"The library board of the library district 
so established shall have the powers and 
duties of TIibrary boards as set forth in 


this act." 
XXXXX 


"The county treasurer shall collect and pay 
this sum to the treasurer of the newly 
created library district as part of the 


library fund to be expended in the same 
manner as other library funds." 


Section 15 of the Public Library Law of 1947, gives 
library boards the power to establish branch libraries, to pur- 
chase real estate, to disburse monies for all lawful library 
purposes, to establish a library improvement reserve fund, and 
in particular to contract with other libraries for the receipt 


or furnishing of library service. 


In my opinion, therefore, the Allen County Contractual 
Public Library could locate a branch library within its district, 
acquire land for it and build it, and contract with Fort Wayne 
Public Library to furnish library services to Fort Wayne through 
this facility. The pay for these services could be measured by 
or take the form of a substantial contribution to the acquisition 
and construction costs. Acquisition, construction and operation 
would, of course, be the subject of contract between the two 
library districts. 


It should be mentioned that from a purely legal point of 
view other ways of accomplishing this result might be freer from 
question. 


For one thing, such an arrangement with any sort of 
library district other than a "contractual public library" would 
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(Joint Branch 
5/16/69 -3- Libraries) 


avoid one legal question. 
This could be done by merger with a township library. 
A county library could do it. 


A library building corporation is expressly authorized 
to contract jointly with two or more library districts. 


A Public Library Authority under the Act of 1967 could 
go it, 


In any event, I understand that you propose to do this 
out of a tax levy and not by a bond issue. The legal ambigu- 
ities of the Public Library Law of 1947 as to contractual 
libraries are such that a bond issue might not be marketable.

Gentlemen: 


The question has been raised as to whether the Board can 
continue to pay a fixed car allowance to the Head Librarian with- 
out regard to actual car expense, and if not, whether the salary 
of the Head Librarian may now be increased in a similar amount. 


Reference has been made to Opinion No. 74 of the Attorney 
General of Indiana for 1953. This opinion concerns employees of 
cities and not of public libraries. The opinion is of general 
application in its conclusion that such an unsupported allowance 
is in effect salary. But insofar as the opinion is based on the 
statute requiring city salaries to be fixed by annual salary 
ordinances, the opinion is inapplicable to libraries. 


It remains true, however, as stated in the opinion, that 
no public money should be spent without regard to whether the 
public is getting what the money is purportedly spent for. There- 
fore, the practice of paying unsupported car allowances should be 
discontinued. 


If a proper claim were submitted on the basis of a 
reasonable allocation of depreciation and general maintenance, 
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5/13/69 -2= (Car & Salary, 
Head Librarian) 


I believe it could be paid out of the appropriation which now 
covers the car allowance. The Attorney General recognizes that 
mileage is not the only proper measure of car expense, and so 
does the Internal Revenue Service. 


Moreover, there is no requirement that the salary of the 
Head Librarian be fixed at any particular time or for any 
particular period. If an appropriation resolution were duly 
processed in compliance with the budget law, with which you are 
very familiar, the Board could by salary resolution increase the 
pay of the Head Librarian in a similar amount at any time.

The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of Fort Wayne and Allen 
County met in regular session at the Main Library, 900 Webster Street, 
September 22, 1969 at 3:30 p.m. Members present were: Mr. Arthur Meyer, 
Mr. Allan Tremper, Mrs. Helen Knoblauch, Mr. Charles Slater, Mrs. Vera 
Dulin, Mr. James Graham and Mrs. Florence Buirley. Mr. David Heaton was 
also in attendance. Mr. Slater presided. 


Mr. Reynolds informed the Board of the action taken by the County Tax 
Adjustment Board. The Library Improvement Reserve Fund was removed from 
both the City and County budgets, and the City operating balance was reduced 
by $50,000.00. The removal of the Library Improvement Reserve Fund from 
the budgets has a direct effect on how proposed branch libraries may be 
financed. Mr. Reynolds suggested three directions the Board could take; 
first, have a county library system with one board, one budget and one levy; 
second, have the same set-up, a city library board and a county library board 
and both bond; third, the city board bond in the city, build the branches, 
pay for them and insert in the county library budget an item for reimbursement 
to the city. The number of required branch libraries will have to be determined 
by the board before determining the way of financing. 


Attorney David Heaton, informed the Board the condemnation suit trial on 
the Dinnen property will be April 14, 15 and 16, 1970, and that he did not 
wish to act as the library's attorney for the trial. The Board asked him for 
suggested lawyers. He suggested Gilmore Haynie, Tony Bruggeman or Clifford 
Simon. 


Mr. Reynolds asked the Board's approval to issue a check for expenses for 
the ILA-OLA meeting in Cincinnati.

Mrs. Buirley seconded the motion and it carried.

Strictly speaking, the procedure is that a bill is 
introduced in the Common Council and then referred to the 
Plan Commission for public hearing before action by the 
Council. Practically speaking, however, almost all text 
amendments, as distinguished from rezonings, originate in 
the Plan Commission and don't have much chance otherwise. 
Hence, this approach. 


This procedure takes time: First, hashing around 
with the staff, then informal discussion by the Commission, 
then introduction in the Council, public hearing before the 
Commission, action by the Commission, action by the Regu- 
lations Committee of the Council, passage by the Council, 
approval by the Mayor. But if it gets off to a good start, 
the chances are good. There is usually very little fight on 
text amendments. Just apathy and red tape.
